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AN ambulance team and paramedics 
who had attended an incident at the 
Concourse shopping centre in 
Skelmersdale were targeted by youths 
who started throwing projectiles at 
them.

“While parked up close to the Concourse 
an ambulance and the paramedics inside 
became the target of several youths who 
have started throwing projectiles at them. 

“Luckily, no damage or injuries were sus-

“This may be something you feel you 
may want to speak to your children about 
especially if they frequently hang around 
the Concourse. 

“I hope I share the same sentiment that 
this is unacceptable behaviour and shall 
not and will not be tolerated.”

Mayor lays final paving 
stone to officially open 
the new town centre

COMMUNITY groups joined West Lancashire’s 
Mayor and MP and the leader of the borough 
council to mark the opening of the eagerly- 
awaited Tawd Valley Centre in Skelmersdale. 

The Mayor, Councillor Marilyn Westley had the 
honour of laying the final paving stone to officially 
mark the completion of the project. 

Rosie Cooper, MP for West Lancashire, said: 
“Skelmersdale has waited a long time, so it's great 
to see that a new town centre has finally begun to 
appear. 

“Many residents thought it would never happen 
but here it is, the first part - soon hopefully to be 
followed by a new Leisure and Wellbeing Hub. 

“I will continue to push for more retail, family 
restaurants and everything else that new 


Skelmersdale Town Centre needs!” 

Councillor Yvonne Gagen, leader of West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council, added: "This is a very 
important day, not just for the people of 
Skelmersdale, but West Lancashire as a whole. 

“The new town centre development will bring 
economic and social benefits for the borough's 
communities long into the future and will greatly 
enhance the borough's appeal as a great place to 
live, work and invest, providing increased oppor- 
tunities for many. 

“This development is a significant step towards a 
future where everyone in West Lancashire will be 
able to take advantage of a positive economic out- 
look and vastly improved health and wellbeing 
outcomes. 

“The people of West Lancashire deserve this and 
I'm delighted we have delivered it.” 

Major retail brand Lidl have now opened their 
store with B&M Bargains opening on July 6. Talks 
with a third retailer are in the final stages. 

The area adjacent to the retail park has been 
upgraded to include an exciting new play area in 
Tawd Valley Park for families to explore. A new 
high street now links West Lancashire College with 


the rest of the town centre. 

Improvements will also be made to the public 
areas outside Skelmersdale Library to make them 
more attractive spaces for residents to enjoy. 

Minister for Levelling Up, Neil O’Brien MP, said: 
"Supported by £2 million from the government’s 
Growth Deal, Skelmersdale’s new and improved 
town centre will help deliver opportunity and 
prosperity for all. 

“With new retailers already opening up, the 
Tawd Valley Centre will serve as a shining 
example of levelling up in action in West Lan- 
cashire.” 

The town centre redevelopment scheme has 
been a partnership between the Borough Council 
and developer St Modwen, supported by the Lan- 
cashire Local Enterprise Partnership’s Growth 
Deal Fund. Construction partners for the project 
have been Caddick Construction. 

The new town centre complex is part of the 
regeneration plan for Skelmersdale. 

This also includes drawing up a detailed master- 
plan for the site of the former Glenburn Sports 
College, part of which has been set aside for a new 
railway station.

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Town picked 
to pilot plan 
to improve 
high streets 


SKELMERSDALE has been named as one of 
five towns to pilota Community 
Improvement District as new figures reveal 
high streets visitors remain 14% down on 
pre-pandemic levels across the country. 

Five high streets across England, including 
Skelmersdale, have been named Com- 
munity Improvement Districts (CID) as part 
ofa pioneering new initiative by Power to 
Change, which backs community business 
in England that trade for the benefit of local 
people. 

Community Improvement Districts 
already operate in Scotland and build on 
Business Improvement Districts, where 
businesses collaborate to effect change in an 
area in order to spur regeneration and boost 
business 

The key difference with Community 
Improvement Districts is that they seek to 
provide local people, and community organ- 
isations, as well as businesses, a say over the 
strategic direction oflocal high streets 
which is considered to be vital to creating 
sustainable town centres for the future. 

The involvement of the community in 
shaping their town centres it is hoped will 
bring many positive impacts, including: 
increasing residents’ sense of ownership 
and responsibility for their high street; com- 
munity organisations moving onto the high 
street could provide diverse and vibrant 
activities, services and places for people to 
meet; and all of this will strengthen the local 
economy. 

Paul Cotterill, current project lead for the 
CID in Skelmersdale, said: “It's early days, 
but we're pretty excited that Skem was 
chosen on the basis of the innovative finan- 
cial model we're looking to pilot. 

“We know that this model will work best 
with widespread buy-in from local people, 
and we really look forward to the participa- 
tion events and digital interactions we're 
now planning in earnest, courtesy of the 
Power to Change investmentin our ideas." 

Each of the five areas will be awarded a 
total of £20k alongside expert support and 
guidance in partnership withLocalityto 
begin establishing, managingand running 
their Community Improvement District.

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Merseyrail services 
reduced in frequency 
due to train faults 


Ormskirk to Liverpool 
service currently only 
every 30 minutes due to 
wheel bearings problem

MERSEYRAIL is running a reduced 
service from Ormskirk due to the 
ongoing problem of wheel bearing 
faults on its trains. 

Trains are currently only running 
every 30 minutes between Ormskirk 
and Liverpool due to an “unexpected 
and significant increase” in the prob- 
lem which has affected the number of 
trains available to run. 

This has resulted in the full fleet being tested, 
with those trains found to have the fault being 
taken out of service for repair. 

Some Merseyrail services are currently operating 
with rail replacement buses only because of this 
issue. 

There is also currently a 30 minute service on the 
Kirkby, Hunts Cross, New Brighton, West Kirby, 
Chester, and Ellesmere Port lines. 

Trains are running every 15 minutes between 
Southport and Liverpool Central. 

A supplemental rail replacement bus service will 
be in place between Maghull and Moorfields and 
Waterloo and Moorfields in case services become 
overcrowded. 

There are also rail replacement bus services 
between Spital and Birkenhead North stations and 
Moorfields. 

This timetable will remain in place until further 


Merseyrail services have been hit by train faults. 


notice. Merseyrail bosses say that as trains are 
repaired they will be used to strengthen services 
where possible, providing six car trains at peak 
times. 

Passengers are advised to allow extra time for 
their journey as services are likely to be busy and to 
check @merseyrail on Twitter for updates before 
they head to the station. 

Andy Heath, managing director at Merseyrail 
said: ‘Td like to offer my sincere apologies to our 
passengers for the disruption that this unexpected 
and significant increase in wheel bearing faults is 
causing. 

“Td also like to reassure our passengers that we 
are working closely with our partners and industry 
experts to resolve this problem, with progress being 
monitored daily. 

“As soon as it is possible, we will return to our nor- 
mal, reliable 15-minute timetable.”

But organisers say more financial help is needed 
to secure long-term future of popular event

WEST Lancashire Borough Council has agreed to 
provide £7,610 funding to support Motorfest 
2022 and help it go ahead on Sunday, August 
28. 

However, organisers from Aintree Circuit Club 
claim that this level of funding may not be enough 
to secure the event’s long-term future. 

Motorfest, which has not taken place since 2019 
due to the pandemic, is one of the biggest free fam- 
ily events in the North West and previously 
attracted tens of thousands of visitors to the bor- 
ough. 

Councillor Yvonne Gagen, leader of the council 
and cabinet member for regeneration, said: “The 
funding is in line with what we have supported the 
Circuit Club with in the past. We need to support 
such events which are good for the local economy 
and are delighted to work with our partners in this 
way.” 

The chairman of Aintree Circuit Club, Michael 
Ashcroft, said: “The Ormskirk Motorfest has been a 
fantastic success, growing to be one of the biggest 
events in the UK, through the hard work of Aintree 
Circuit Club’s volunteer team of highly experienced 
Motorsport Officials, Safety Officers and Mar- 
shalling Team, who provide their services and 
expertise to ensure the safe and efficient running of 
the event, at no direct cost to the event 


Economic impact 


“Motorfest creates the single biggest economic 
impact and social benefit for West Lancs at the low- 
est cost. 

“42,000 attended in 2019 with an estimated 
income generation for town centre food, drink and 
other businesses of £400,000 during Motorfest, 
based on known trading information from a num- 
ber of food and drink businesses. 

“The Council funding for the event has been signi- 
ficantly reduced, now approximately just a third of 
the direct cost, as well as the resources it deploys to

facilitate the event, have been reduced to near zero, 
with the burden of responsibility for both funding 
and organisation now the responsibility of the 
Club. 

“Additionally, at the last Council Cabinet Meeting, 
Councillors rejected the recommendation of the 
Overview and Scrutiny Committee, that the Council 
should continue to provide funding for Motorfest. 

“Unless alternative funding sources can be found, 
the future of Motorfest is in doubt, as the Club has 
far less resources available than the Council to pur- 
sue this, such as finding commercial sponsors. 

“There is also a disappointing reluctance of Orm- 
skirk Town Centre businesses to support Motorfest, 
by contributing to the very modest costs incurred in 
staging the event. 

“The Club is also still awaiting formal approval of 
the Event Management and Safety Plan, despite 
this being submitted to the Council back in March. 

“However, the Club is optimistic than the event 
will proceed, despite these major Council 
upheavals, and is already receiving a very strong 
stream of entries for the event, from across the 
North West and further afield, with some major 
new attractions planned for the event, subject to 
Council approval.” 


Southport MP issues fresh call

VISITING restrictions at Southport & 
Ormskirk Hospitals have ended for both 
children and adult patients. 

This is the first time it has returned to 
this level since before the pandemic out- 
break in 2020. 

Anne-Marie Stretch, Managing Dir- 
ector of Southport and Ormskirk 
Hospital NHS Trust, said: “For the first 
time in more than two 
years, we are pleased to 
be welcoming back visit- 
ors to our hospitals for all 
our patients. 

“We know how difficult 
the necessary restrictions 
on visiting have been for 
both patients, their 
friends and families. 

“All visitors are asked to 
notify the ward in 
advance to avoid over- 
crowding at busy times 
and minimise the risk of infection. 

“Inpatients may have up to two visitors. We 
also welcome both parents in neonatal, chil- 
dren’s ward and children’s A&E, and birthing 
partners in maternity. 

“Full details about visiting, including how to 
contact wards and departments, are on the 
Trust website.” 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper has wel- 
comed the news. 

She said: “I was concerned to hear reports 
that only one parent was being allowed to stay

with their child at the paediatric 
emergency department. This was 
really worrying, as it prevents both 
parents from being able to have an 
equal say in their child’s treatment or 
care.

“Tam pleased to now be told that the pre-pan- 
demic arrangements have been reinstated, 
allowing both parents to be with their children 
in the Hospital, rather than one being shut out. 

“Whilst this is welcome news, I have asked for 
assurances that should this one parent policy 
be reintroduced, there will be a clear mechan- 
ism for both parents to have a say in their 
child’s care and treatment.”

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Council-run housing 
company is set to 
build 50 new homes

HOUSING bosses at the council-owned Tawd 
Valley Developments say they are set to build 
their “largest and most challenging” 
development to date. 

Contractors appointed by TVD have begun site 
preparation as work to deliver 50 new homes on 
Fairlie, in Birch Green, Skelmersdale, gets under- 
way. 

Hoardings are going around the site, which will 
deliver a mix of semi-detached and terraced houses, 
plus two storey apartments and bungalows. 

The homes are being developed for the company’s 
owner, West Lancashire Borough Council, and will 
be available for rent to local people. 

“This is our largest and most challenging scheme 
to date and will make a significant difference to the 
quality of life of residents when the homes are com- 
pleted,” said TVD’s managing director Mark Kitts. 

“Our focus is on delivering high-quality, energy- 
efficient homes that suit the needs of different 
members of the community, which is why there are 
a mix of housing types in the development. 

“There’ll also be wider improvements as part of 
the development, including enhanced pavements

and a new access road with additional residents 
parking.” 

The low-energy homes will benefit from dual zone 
heating, double-glazing and electric car charge 
points, as well as light and spacious accommoda- 
tion. 

The £8m development is being constructed by 
contractor Whitfield & Brown, with the first phase 
of works focusing on infrastructure such as the 
access road, ground works and drainage. Construc- 
tion is expected to last 12 months.

A POPULAR fish and chip shop based at 
the Ringtail Retail Park in Burscough, 
has closed down. 

Fylde Fish and Chips, which still has res- 
taurants and takeaways in Southport, 
issued a statement on social media to con- 
firm its closure. 

The post states: “It is with a heavy heart 
that we can confirm after four years we 
have made the difficult decision to close 
our doors for good. 

“We appreciate all the 
loyal customers that 
have been with us from 
the beginning. Your 
support kept us going 
and we will miss you. 
We sincerely thank you 
for your business and 
support.” 

Following the state- 
ment, more than 100 messages of support were left 
by customers. 

Eileen Denyer wrote: “So sad that it’s closed, 
always great fish and chips, it was our first meal of 
choice when lockdown eased. Best wishes for the 
future.” 

The chippy was the third site to be opened by 
owners Banico and Jodie Zeniou. 

The reason for the closure has not been disclosed 
but earlier this year, Banico had issued a plea for 
people to support their local chippies, as they 
battled rising costs.

At WWT Martin Mere the site is alive with 
activity. From the discovery hide sit and 
watch the antics of the black-headed gulls. 
We have 951 pairs this year which is a new 
site record, they nest right in front of the 
hide, and binoculars aren’t needed. They 
normally lay their 3 eggs in late April, Early 
May and both adults take turns incubating 
them for 24 days. The chicks when they 
hatch are brown white and black little 
bundles of fluff and look very cute. It 
then takes 35 days until the chicks fledge. 
They mainly feed on worms, the parents 
can often be seen following the tractors 
around grabbing worms for their brood. 
Black-headed gulls have a chocolate brown 
head (not quite black), they are the most 
numerous inland gull and are very noisy 
you can hear them from the carpark at the 
moment when you arrive. 


Also on the mere we have 12 pairs of 
Common Terns which is a site record, they 
are breeding on the back island. The terns 
are a beautiful bird and can be seen all over 
the reserve as they are hunting for small 


fish. Common terns are amazing birds they 
drink water while they are still flying coming 
down to a lake or the sea and dipping 
their bill in. Like most seabirds they have 
nasal glands that excess salt so they drink 
seawater as well as fresh. They can live a 
really long time the oldest one from ringing 
data was 33 years old! They normally have 
3 eggs, incubate for 22 days and the chicks 
fledge after 25 days. Last year 15 chicks 
fledged at Martin Mere fingers crossed we 
have another successful year. 


Over the next couple of weeks spend 
some time in the discovery hide and enjoy 
watching these 2 amazing species and their 
very cute chicks. 


In addition, the centre also has 4 fledged 
kingfishers and the bearded tits are singing 
in the reedbed making the reedbed walk 
a joy for your senses at time of year with 
butterflies, damselflies and dragonflies 
around the mass of wild flowers.

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white storks hatch 


TWO WHITE stork chicks have hatched at WWT 
Martin Mere Wetland Centre for the first time. 

They hatched at the end of May and can be seen sat 
underneath mum to the right of the stork lodge in the 
Eco-garden. 

Centre manager Nick Brooks said: “The white storks are 
a popular attraction at Martin Mere, with 12 birds (six 
female and six male), they are often heard before they are 
seen as they don’t have any muscles in their voice box. 

“They have developed the ability to clack their bills 
really loudly, using a throat pouch to amplify the sound, 
at mating time 

“This is the first time we have successfully hatched out 
chicks with these birds and our visitors already love see- 
ing them.” 

The birds arrived at Martin Mere in 2020 after being 
originally brought over from Poland who have a scheme 
to re-home storks that have become injured and unable 
to continue with migrations. 

There is a white stork reintroduction programme in 
Poland to release chicks throughout Europe. 

Storks build a large nest out of sticks and grass, laying 
three to five eggs. The parents take turns to sit on them for 
about 30 days until they hatch. When the young hatch, 
they stay in the nest for a period of time.

with soaring fuel prices 


THE other day I was slapped down with a 
sobering reminder that Middle Age is the 
next exit, and I should probably stick my 
indicator on. There are children being born, 
right now, whose parents weren't around 
when the first Shrek movie came out. 

That means that said parents are a) unlikely 
to truly appreciate Smash Mouths All Star, 
the opening song from the film’s soundtrack, 
as anything other than the basis for a million 
internet memes, and b) that they probably 
won't relate to anything that happened in 
the year 2000. So all the calls to do a Gillet 
Jaunes and re-enact that year’s fuel protests, 
presumably, won't really resonate with them.
